bon^ a tlun sheet metal ^as placed beneath it. 
In a f ibta examined t« enty daj s after this procedure 
the formation of caOus «as uell ad^anem beneath 
the plate and nas extending from the ends of the 
plate under the periosteum In studjing the process 
of repair in comminuted fractures it was found that

The proportion of weak feet among children is 
steadily on the increase as various statistics show 
The economic value involved has never been con 
aidered In figures though it is thought the results 
would be astounding if worked out upon accurate 
bnes 

The senousness of flatfoot b fully appreciated 
by the raibtaty authonties and the examinations 
are very stringent on that point Statistics are 
given snowing the discharges and rejections from 
the United States Army and Navy as well as from 
those of the English and Japanese armies because 
of flatfoot 

The report of the 3 funicipal Civil Service Com 
mission of New York shows that in the last avil 
service examination for patrolmen 304 candidates 
out of 3 746 examined w ere rejected for flatfoot and

Tuberculosis of the kidney 11 caused not by on 
ascending Infection from the genital tract but by a 
hsmatogenous infection from some extrarenal 
tuberculous focus It » the larger emboli whidi 
contain numerous tubercle bacuh that produce 
kidney tuberculosis the circulating baallt are 
excreted Usually only one kidney is involved but

The word shock was hrst used cbnieiUx in

restored by Ueltier in 1908 that the theoiy of 
primary cardiac an ohrment had been developed 
waxtoirobyBlumltt *876 had lost caste and

Slew of all this, there is a certain unount of 
fmnauon in the knowledge that our latest 
th^ of tnprdmate exatatum of the nervous 
croular medianism was antlt^ted purely on 
mwr grounds, by Tracers in iSar that 
Traven rrosonmg was further siqqilemented by 
SirAsUroCbopermtajs Obsequies and resur 
nctions baxe nex cr been quite as frequent as this 
in any other surgical ^Id.

\\ hat may be said in cnticism of this doctrine 
of acapnia?

viscera in such fashion as to permit extensive 
exhalation from them From the purely so 
entific point of view of the phydologiat the doc 
trine (rf acapnu was actiiel> attacked at the 
meeting of the American Assooation of Fhysiolo- 
rala tuo yean ago Howril showed ly per 
fusion experiments that the heart will beat in 
complete acapnu He used perfusing fluids 
that contained absolutely no carbra dioxide 
Erlanger subjected the figures of Hendersons 
blood gas anaUses to examination and 
demonstrated that by Henderson s oun figuresi 
some of hu animals in dmdk did not show a re- 
duced blood content of carbon dioxide Erlanger 
furthermore emphasized the fact that the quantity 
of carbon dioxide in ^ blood was not even ap- 
proximatd> as significant or important as was its 
tension and >et Henderson jnctically ignores 
the question tension Short attempted to 
dieck up Hender«on s views by determining the 
carbon dioxide content of the blo^ ui nortnal 
individuals and m shocked patients. As a result 
of his determinations he came to the 
that acapma is not the ptimary factor m shock 
In five normal mdividuals he found tlut the 
carbon dioxide content of the blood was 46 4 per 
cent whneasinfivesb^casesthecarboBdio^e 
content was 46 o per cent Seelig attack^ the 
problem from the following jjout of view If

turn leads to low blood pressure then it seems 
reasonable to assume that by supplying the blood 
directl) with an mcreased quantity of carbon 
dioxide gas we should be able to avert shock or 
at least to restore blood pressure after the process 
of shock had started Seelig found that with 
ordinary care he could safel> introduce carbon 
dioride ^s directly from a generator into the 
femoral vein of an animal He found further 
more that by thus directly increasing the carbon 
dioxide of the blood he could not influence the 
course of shock The condu ion that acapma 
does not suffice as a cause of shock therefore 
seems to be inevitable even despite the large 
quantity of data so carefully collected by Hen

mechanism and its adaptiv e response on stimula 
tion there is in each mffividual at a given tune a 
limited amount of potential energy that motor 
a^vity following each adequate stimulus dunin 
Ishct Uie omount of this potential energy that 
m ai^ animal a sufficsent number and mteim^ 
of the stunuli leads mevitably to exhaustion or 
death that when the motor activity takes the 
formof obvious work performed such as cunning 
the phenomenon expressing the depletion of the 
vital force » termed physical exuustion and 
that when the expenditure of the vital force is 
due to stimuli whidi lead to no obvious work per 
formed especially if the stimuli are strong and 
the expenditure of energy rapid itisdeagnatedas

The author states that in a study of twent>-one 
cases of puerperal fever examinations from the 
utenne mscharge demonstrated a streptococcus 
growth in seventeen which was quite distinct from 
other itreptococn Also that in sccondaw pus, 
{deuntic fluid or sputum the growth was identical 
with that found in the utenne discharge He sug 
gesls that this might be called streptococcus 
putipetalis It grows freely upon agar in opaque 
colonies and is much larger than ether atrcptococa 
It produces acid and clot in milk acid fa hetote 
glucose etc but no change mtafi nose mannite and 
I nuhft These reactions differ from the streptococcus 
fscahs in mannite and from streptococcus pyogenes 
in the production of clot in nulL 
As the streptococcus puerperslis 1 only found in 
puerperal cases it is unjust to blame the physician 
or midwife ui endemic cases as the probable source 
of infection is in the intestine Penneal and rectal 
operations not followed by infeclioa are due to the 
(ict that the surgeon insures drainage where there 
a possibility of ducharge After confinement 
with imperfect involution the cavity of the uterus 
furnishes a perfect culture medium the Mparating 
bridge of the permeum is frequently abKnt and 
the pasuge of the streptococcus from the rectum 
to the uterus is actuallj fanhtated 
In conclusion the author makes a strong plea for 
bacteriological diagnosis and vaccine treatment

Tbe author calls attention to the conditions on 
the borderland of tnediane and surgery and speaks 
of the effects of fibroids on the circulation the 
thyroid gland, the renal organs, and the serious 
responsil^ty of operating when diabetes or cardiac 
l^ns are present He bcheves that all patients 
suffenng from fibroids should have a careful medical 
enmuiation before passing mto the bands of the 
surgeon 

In patients having valvular murmurs with satis 
factory compensation the removal of the uterus 
conUinmg a Urge filnoid will sometimes rebeve an 
embarrassed heart Fibroids are frequently assoa 
ated with valvular lesions especially those which 
result from rheumatic fever dso in many women 
where a submucous fibroid has caused a profound 
amemia, a loud murmur will be heard on ausculta- 
tion and a careful eaamination will show a satis 
fsctoiy compensation As enUigement of the 
heart may be caused by the extra work mcident to 
the presence of a Urge fibroid the author believes 
that some of the deaths which are attributed to 
pulmonary embolism occur in women who suffer 
with a chronic but unrecognized heart disease 
Recorded statistics indicate that one per cent of 
sramen who undergo abdominal hysterectou^ for

and Lewis and Davis exated new mterest in the 
subject of direct tendon transplantation and led 
to Its more extensive application 
The fate of tisnmlanted tendon has been de- 
termined by the aoovc-mentioned smters and 
most accurately by I«wis and Davns- Hie 
b^vior of autiqilutic and homoplastic grafts 
u very similar snth the advantage m favor of 
the former so that they will be considered to- 
gether A marked difference was found betsveen 
tendon transplanted into the subcutaneous tissues 
and that which sras transplanted and sutured into 
a tendonous defect where It was called upon to 
functionate Tlie cells of the former retained 
their vitality and stained well but there sras not 
a sign of proliferation to be seen After a number 
of days shnnkage mto a small ball of tendonous

Clinically free transidantation of tendon has 
been used almost entiray for filling in defects m 
the course of the long flexors and extensors of t^ 
hand resulting either from acadents or phlegmons 
of the hand Lexer and Rehn hav*e reported upon 
$ cases treated in the Jena Clinic by this method 
Tendon from the same individual us^ for homo- 
plastic transplantation has not worked so well in 
man as m animals A quadriceps tendon hi a 
knee joint transplantation was repaired by homo- 
plastic transplantation of the Achilles tendon 
with subsequent sloughing out of the tendon and

It IS m bone surgery that tissue transplantation 
has found its most extenuve field of usefuhevs

In Goatradist nction to the usual manner in which 
Hodgkins disease present itself— that is by pn 
manly involving the elands of the neck or more 
rarely those of the meoiut num or retropentoneum 
~-the author her reports a rare form « the con 
dition which is primary n the spleen Previous to 
the case which th autho here reports he believes 
that only one true case f Hodgkin s disease of the 


Reed type which was pnmaiy in the sifleen has 
been reported in the hterature TUs case reported 
by Symmers occurred in a young unmarried female 
who had noticed an abdommal mass for some three 
years previous to the examination The spleen was 
removm and found to have undergone the ceUular 
changes charactenstic of Hodgkin a disease 

The case Wade presents was that of a farmer 55 
years of age who presented a mass u (he region of 
the splm which was felt fully three and one-half 
inches b^w the costal border The blood exaimna 
tion showed hsmoglobin 70 per cent er^hrocytes 
gafloooo andwhiteeells ss,6eo The spleen wasre- 
moved and the Mtient hved for two years thereafter 
A micioscopicm section of the spuren showed the 
condition to be typical Hodgkms disease of the 
Dorothy Reed type The author believes that 
while primary Hodgkins disease of the spleen is 
undoubtedly a ranty it occurs more frequenthr 
thaw a searu of the literature would indicate He 
believes that many 0! the cases reported as primaty 
UTComa of the spleen may have neen examples of 
this condition 

From a study of this article the author s views 
may be summed up aa follows 

binary Hodglun s disease of the spleen is a con 
dition quite nnioue but that it occurs no more 
frcqnently than has be» held is doubtful imee 
tome of the reported cases of pnmary splenic tar 
coma may easuy have been unrecognized cates of 
Hodgkju s disease 

In view of our ignorance of the etiology of the 
condition and of the fact that the process occasion 
ally arises m other deep seatea lymphadenoid 
tissues the possibihty of a splemc origin caimot be 
denied 

Since m the present case there sras at no tune any 
enlargement of the superficial Ivmph glands nor 
was there evidence of any lymimtic hyperplasia 
within the mediastinum or abdominal cavity and 
since the d tease was of lo^ standing in the splm 
as evidenced bv the gross and histopathological 
appearance it should be considered a case of pn 
mary Hodgbn s disease of the spleen

to the negligence of some doctor who did not 
recognue the heaiy bursting bonng pain which 
accompames infection under pressure as an osteo 
my el tb and allowed the destruction of bone to go 
on until the patient was permanently crippled 
In his treatment the author calls attention to the 
necessity of imm^iate operation giving free dram 
age to eiery infection of the bone whether it is 
penosteiUS or an osteomyelitis He quotes Albee a 
saying that many liberties may be taken with a 
bone graft without interfering with its suceeu

The patient a male 49 yean of age without any 
history of venereal disease was in good health up 
to fiv e y ears previous when he began to suffer w itn 
pain in the left leg so severe at times as to demand 
morphia Three years later he became quite lame 
as a result of the forward and outward bowing of the 
tibia A soft tumor mass over the tibia was opened 
on the supposition of it being an abscess but no pus 
wu present Following this ina ion the leg be^n 
to swell reddened to the knee and a contmuoiis fever 
developed which induced him to seek admission to 
the hospital His temperature at this time was 
toi 5 leucocytohis 2j 000 The left leg from the 
ankle to below the knee was twice as brge as the 
opposite one the skin bright red tense and glisten 
ing Over the center of the bowed tibia there pro- 
tected from an opening a fungus mass as large as a 
nulled walnut wnich bled freely whenever touched 
From thi opening there waa also a profuse foul, 
purulent disuarge — the stain of which showed a 
itRptococeus

The authon hate made a biological study of the 
fate of the spermatoaoa in the female organism after 
copulation basing their work on the Abdeihaldea

Rabbits which were used for the expenments 
were dlowed to have coitus and then blood was 
Ttttoved from the females in soeb a mauner as to 
obviate hrmolysis which interfem with the teac 
tion One and a half cubic centimetets of the blood 
teinm were then dialjied with o s gm of rabbit 
testis hllcr la to 14 houn in the incubator the 
dul>rat was subject^ to the ouibjdi n a modi 
fled biuret test toe theor) being that il the semcB 
was actually absorbed by the female her blood 
would contain a ferment capable of spUttug the 
non-dulisable complex testicular prateids into 
impler bodies whose presence would cause a posi 
tive mnhydnn reaction 

Control tests showed that there was narmallj no 
testis-spbttmg ferme t in the blood of the viigia 
f male and 1 male rabbits Having established this

The authors do not believe that the reaction of 
pregnancy is produced by the same cause as the 
reaction of coitus for it is unicasonable to assume 
the constant absorption of semen thtou^iout the 
entire four w eeks They w ould ratber postulate the 
existence of a different ferment produced by the 
mother in response to the presence in her body of 
placenta the basis of the Vbderhalden reaction

D uring the past few decades the surgical 
treatment of intnaanial disease has 
attracted much attention The com 
pletlty of structure of the brain the diversity

easily removed, and the patient was mudi 
improv^ after the operation. 

In order to do away xnth all mampulation of 
the cord, Elsberg and Beer devised tiie method 
which they calM ddneiy of the growth by 
extrusion Ih this methiM the cord is inosed 
near the posterior median septum down to the 
tumor and the muscles fascia and skin closed 
The tumor s gmdnally pushed out of its bed 
in the cord so that at the second cgieiation about 
one week later it is found to lie outside of the 
cord tissue so that it can be removed without 
injury to the cord This method of extrusion 
allows the processes of nature to push out the 
tumor in the attempt to equalize pressure con 
ditions The authors reported two cases and 
Elsberg has recently reported eight operations 
with marked improvement m a numb» of in 
stances 

Patients with malignant disease of the bodia 
or arches of the vertebrs should not be subjected 
to operation or if malignant disease is found the 
operation should be conduded as rapidly as 
possible Rarely can the disease be radically 
removed relapse or recurrence is the rule The 
patients usually stand the operative interference 
badly and o^pse upon the iqientJng table 
IS not infrequent Tie spinal 0^ symptoms 
are often due to a transverse myebtis and not 
to a compression of the cord by the new-growth. 
Therefore the attempt to relieve the symptoms 
tnr a laminectomy is a failure in most myt anc re 
the Operation is not even a palliative one (Van 
Gehuchten and Lambotte (38) Pussep (43) 
RolsUdt(49) etc)

Rolhmann (48) has published an interesting 
paper on tbe future of intramedulla^ surgery

Posterior root section has been tried for a 
number of other conditions Mayesina (88) 
daimcd to have seen great improvement in a 
case of erythromelalm after division of the 
fourth and fifth lumbar and first and second 
sacral posterior roots Leruhe (89) suggested 
that It be tned in herpes zoster but Secard and 
Blanc (90) obtained no result in the patients 
upon whom thej operated the operation has 
been tned in spasmic torticollis without sue 
cess It has ev en been suggested for Parkinson s 
disease and ordinary paralysis agttans (Lenche) 
In most of these affections the operatiooa have 
been done expenmenlu causa and they have 
therefore usually been failures 

Dunng the past decade many eipenments have 
been mMe to determine whether it is possible 
to anastomose spinal nerve-roots and Frazier 
and Milb (gt) have attoapted to relieve a pan! 
ysi of the bladder in a patient b> an intradural 
root ana tommi The> divided the fint lum 
bar root intradurally and anastomosed it to the 
third and fourth sacral Ei^t months later 
the patient had improved enough to dispense 
with the unnal which he had worn constantly 
before this time The result was thmfore 
very satisfactory although it can not be denied 
that the improvement might have occurred 
even if no rx>t anastomosis had been done The 
operati n was performed ix months after the 


injury Cadwalader and Sweet (92) approached 
the subicet expenmentally but m their animals 
they failed to observe either a return of function 
or a regeneration of the nerve-roots which had 
been divided 

Finally mention must be mode of the decom 
pressive aspects of the operation of laminectom} 
The rebef of pressure after the free removal of a 
number of spinous processes and lamina; must 
be of undoubted benefit m a number of spinal 
conditions associated with increased mtraspinal 

J iressure Thus great improvement has followed 
anunectomy for old fracture of the spine with 
narrowing M the qunal canal forpachymemngitis 
and for irremovable tumors pressmg upon the 
cord 

Bailey and EEberg (93) have called especial 
attention to the improvement which may follow 
a laminectomy where no increase of pressure 
has been found and report very satisfactory 
results in a number of cases They suggest 
that the improvement may be due to the entrance 
of air into the dural sac or to changes in 
^nal circulation 

The above review of the work that has been 
done in spinal surgery dunng the last few years 
will show that many advances have been made 
and that much has been accomphshed There 
IS however much that remains to be done and 
the surgeon who will devote himself to this 
special field wiD find many problems awaiting 
solution He will meet with disappointments 
but will have not a few successes To the ad 
vances m our knowledge of spinal disease and 
Its treatment the surgeon must contnbute a 
large share \\ e believe that the statement of a 
great physician may with justice be ap^ied also 
to spinal disease Die ilede-tn muss mekr 
ehirurgiick uenien —internal medicine must 
become more surgical
